W a s h i n o t o n , Feb. 21.—Dr. D. W. 
Bliss, who attended Piresident Oarfleld 
in his last illness, died this morning, at 
7:16, from paralysis. 


SKBTOH OF OB. BIJSH' UFK. 


Dr. Bliss was bom August 19th, 1826, 
at Auburn, N. Y. 
When a young man 
he moved to Ohio and graduated at the 
Cleveland Medical college about 1850, in 
1851 he moved to Ionia, Mich., and a 
year latter to Grand Bapids where he 
made ({uite a reputation as a 8Ui^;eon. 


During the war he served as an army 
surgeon in charge of the army square 
hospital in Washington. 


His services in President (Jaiiield's 
case are mutters of recent history. His 
devoted service to the dying president 
Heriously impaired his health, and only 
his remarkable will power kept him up 
(luring the past few years. 
After the 
death of President Garfield, Dr. Bliss 
resumed his practice and was actively 
engaged in it up to within a few weeks 
of his death. 


Hi« wife died December 28, 1887. Dr. 
Bliss has three children living. Dr. E. 
Bliss and Mrs. Clai-a Bliss Hinds, M. 
D., of this city, and Mrs. George B. 
Milbum, of Milds City, Mo. 


B e r l i n , 
Feb. 21.—Mr. 
James C. 
Flood, died at Heidelberg this morn- 
ing. 
Mr. Flood was formerly senator 
from California, and was one of the 
richest men on the Pacific coast. 


CliOOO's C'AREKK. 


Mr. FUmkI was at the head of the 
gioatest banking 
institution of San 
Francisco and was known as the 
"Bon- 
luiza Millionaire." 
He was bora in 
N<'w York about 1826, and received a 
oommiui s<iho<il edmsation. 


In 1849 he wailed for California, mak- 
ing the U>ug journey around tlie Hon». 
He had trouble, sometimes disappoint- 
ments and failures, and plenty of hanl 
work until 1864, when he became the 
l« a<ling i)artner in the firm of Flood i 
O'Brien. 


They kept a liquor saloon and a sort 
of an exchange. 
In 1862 these men 
made their first investment in the Oom- 
sto<;k lode iu Nevada. John W. Mackey 
joined them in 1869, an4 James C. Fair 
became the fourth partner in the mining 
proi^erty. 
Flood projected the Nevada 
bank in company with Fair and Mac- 
key. 


It was just previous to this time that 
he made that heavy call on the Califor- 
nia bank which led to its suspension, 
and incidentally to the suicide of Wm. 
C. Balston. 
Mr. Flood's wealth is esti- 
mated at «30,000,000. 
He had been ail- 
ing for some time and spent a consider- 
able time at Heidelberg where he died.

Feb. 21.—Capt. Ben 
Bichardson, the eijcentric millionare of 
Harlem, who owned Washington's char- 
iot, and used to ride through the streets 
iu it on holidays, died yesterday at an ad- 
vanced age. 
He made a good deal of 
money in California in 1849, and invest- 
ed it in New York real estate, by which 
he auiassed a fortune. 
He was a miser 
aud dressed very shabbily.

The Pacifio coast in in the throes 
sensation, caused by the divorce pro- 
oeedings, at 
LOB Angeloe, of Mrs 
Wood against her husband, Ber. A. 
Wood, who was formerly a minister in 
Fort Wayne. 


The Bev. Mr. Wood preached all 
through the Fort Wayne district for the 
United Brethren church, and going to 
Los Angeloa, he officiated with the 
Holiness people. 


The Los Angelos TrUmne says: 
The title of the action is Lucnnda 
Wood against Andrew Wood, and the 
attorneys for the complaint are Messrs. 
Smith k Northrop. 
It is alleged that 
on the 5th day of April, 1870, the par- 
ties were married at Fort Wayne, Ind.; 
that the plaintiff has resided in Califor- 
nia for more than eight years past; that 
there have been bom of marriage three 
children, two of whom, girb aged seven- 
teen and eleven years, are now living; 
that those children have great affection 
for their mother, but have lost all re- 
spect for their father and stand in 
great fear of him; 
that 
since 
his 
marriage the defendant has 
treated 
the plaintiff in a cruel and inhuman 
manner; that so g^reat has been his cruel- 
ty that for the past seven years her 
whole life has been made miserable, her 
peace of mind entirely taken away, her 
nervous system broken down and her 
bodily health greatly impaired; that in 
the month of 
July. 
1880, 
plaintiff 
and 
defendant 
and their children 
came 
to 
California, 
and 
Mrs. 
Nancy Bell, whom they had known in 
Indiana, accompanied them; that while 
en route to this state defendant showed 
Mrs. Bell much more attention than he 
did his wife, and when plaintiff remon- 
strated with him for such conduct he 
would Kay that it was for religious in- 
stniction; that in the month of Septem- 
ber plaintiff and defendant went to live 
at the >-illage of Monument, six miles 
from Sacramento, and Mrs. Bell went 
with them, much against the will of the 
plaintiff; that plaintiff remonstrated in 
vain against the defendant taking Mrs, 
Bell to live in the same house with 
them; that during the eight months fol- 
lowing September, Wood treated his 
wife with gi-eat harshness, fairly show- 
ering obscene and abusive language on 
her; that in the spring of 1881, the 
couple went to Philomath, in Oregon, to 
live, and July of that yeai-. Wood went 
to Portland to preach, and was joined 
there shortly afterwards by Mrs. Bell, 
who remained with him for several 
mouths, his wife not being allowed, as 
she alleges, to come 
him despite her 
earnest desire to do so. 


It is further alleged that Mrs. Wood 
went t<i Portland without permission, 
being very harshly received, and that 
she remained there 'With her husband, 
Mrs. Bell being still at the swne house 
with them; that defendent was very 
«iruel at this time, abusing plaintiff at 
all times when no others were present 
and compelling her to work so hard that 
her nervous system broke down and she 
suffered a partial stroke of paralysis; 
that in November 1884, the couple came 
to Los Angeles, Mrs. BeU still accom- 
panying them; that in February, 1886, 
they removed to Compton, remaining 
there eight months, during all of which 
time defendant refused to allow his wife
